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Le Rumors were circulating in Tientsin that American planes had bombed Manchuria, 
that CHIANG Kai-shek had been appointed Supreme Commander of Allied Forces in 
the Far East, and that Nationalist troops had made a successful landing on the 
Chekiang and Kiangsu coast.+
